HINTS ON PLANTING PIUTIT TKHKS. 


From tlio New YoiL liuk^attJcnl. 


It Is probable that veiy many of our readoi_ 


will this spring- add to their orchard lurgo 
numbers of trees of new varieties; mid also 
mt'ny more will commence fruit growing, for 
pleasure aa well as profit, who have iiever done 
it before. Lot us offer a word of caution. J)o 
not attempt too much, nor aim to gefc too largo 
11 Hat, To a beginner we would uot ndviso 
o\ or half a do/eu of the very best applet, lie 
01 strawberries; and wo would, above 'all 
commend to coinineucu with a small |>iecu 
ground Jirst, and cultivate carefully. 
After 


that udd according to your crpitul. Small 
fruits und fruit-trees need liberal applications 
of manure to make tho crop coma speedily. 
Strawberries exhaust the ground quickly, and 
need now land ovory third year, or else a double 
enriching. A friend of ours, a superior culti- 
vator of small fruits, says that he applies $300 
woith of manure^ his land, every acre: then 
plants hifl vines; oropi tliGiu three 3e<trs; 
plows them under, and renews liiu $200 xvoith 
of muniire. ftniitrecs need as much in pro- 
portion aa the vine* aud smaller plants do, and 
\ good i ule will bo to apply lo e\ eiy standard 
tree yearly a half bushel to a bushel of -n ell 
rotttd manure, mixed -with nslie^. Wo call 
sperial attention to tho hints on tliis subject 
published by the California Fanner, which 
tre very appropriate at thin season . 


"The preparation of tho soil for planting 


orchards, vineyards, or small fruits demands 
uid should receive more attention than hag yet 
wen given to the subject 


"There"seems to 'bo an opinion prevailing 


among many that if they only dig u large hole, 
:nd nuike it deep and rich, and then pl.mt the 
tree, tho work is done 
Tf this H done right 


aild well, the tree may begin, to grow, nnd grow 
•well for a little time. But us soon aa the roots 
ro.ich the side of tin; hole, tho.cnd of the culti- 
vated soil, there'they hud a hard h-oil, like tho 
sides of a pot in which a plant is grown ; they 
then take a circuitous tuin, and continue thus 
to grow until the whole cultivated space is fill- 
ed with the roots, und the soil wholly exhaust- 
•*! of its Totality. Then tho tree ceases to 


w, atopi, recedes, and soon dies. 
'Lot any person who adopts thit> pl«in take a 


...pot-plant lh»t has boon gi ow ing Hi f month f, mid 


reverse the plant, knock out the phuit with the 
ball of cartli, and see its condition, and they 
will learn the effort of planting ti een in halci. 


"Those who wish a. successful, a profitable 


orchard should begin right, and have the entire 
land for tho orchard deeply •plowed and sub- 
ttoiled, then enriched, and again plowed and 
rcplowcd until thf soil is affinadc 
fine and 


rich; then mark out the place for tho trees, 
imd when ready to plant see thai they are care- 
fully eraminc.1, inot anil brunch, that every 
broken or bruised root or branch is carefully 
out oil' clean with a sh.up knife, always bear- 
bearing in mind that a broken and bruised 
limb or loot will not heal, any moro than u 
broken arm or leg of man
